A surprising 
amount of this property 
which is 
not being returned 
for 
taxation 
because of the confiscatory rates 
under the Uniform Rule, is to be 
found in this county. 
This is in­ 
dicated by the following figures: 
according to the most 
recent re­ 
port of the Ohio Tax Commission 
this 
county 
is 
being 
taxed on 
$39,559,000 worth of real property; 
$19,751,950 worth of tangible prop­ 
erty; and $4.972,140 
of intangible 
property. 
Included in the tangible person­ 
al property are public utilities val­ 
ued at $13,701.000 
most of which 
should be included under real prop- ¡ 
erty as most 
of this is real es- j 
tate. 
Included 
in the intangible 
personal property is 
$1,589,125 of 
moneys on deposit in banks of this j 
county. 
It is of course impossible to a r­ 
riv e at any exact 
valuation of the 
intangibles in either this county 
or the state, but moneys on de- 
j 
posit, mortgages, and building and 
loan assets can be either exactly | 
obtained or very closely estimat- ¡ 
ed 
from 
state 
reports. 
S ta te ; 
banks in this county have a total
